Grand Vizier found means to 
efcape: And that the Janifaries had oblig’d the new 
Grand Signior to, Sware. on the Alcoran, that she 
would obferve religioufly thh Trice of 25 


Allies.

To day Her Majefty’s High 
Comuniffioner made a Speech in Parliament, the fub- 
pare of which was, That he had taken notice of 
ome. pofitive Demands that had been made to him 
with relaticn to his giving the Royal Affent co fuch 
Adts as had been vored this Seifion, and were yet 
untouch’d ; .or thd4t_he would fignifie to the Houfe 
how far he was impower'd in thar Matter; which h 

did not expect would have been fo warmly prefs’d, 
but thas the time of giving the faid Affent would 
have been left to Her Majefty, and him as Her Com- 
miflioner ; But that however to fatisfie the Houle 
in that Matrer, he now declar’d that he was fully 


_ inftrudted by the Queen his’ Migrefs, . to give the 


Royal Affent to. all the Acts, excepting that of Secu- 
rity, the touching of which Her Majefty @ad for 
fome weighty Reafons known to. Her felf, thought 
fit to defer. Upon this Speech one part of the Houfe 
renew'd their former Motion of addreffing the Queen, 
and therein humbly to offer to Her Majefty,the Rea- 
fons for paifing the faid Act, as the only Safety of 
this Nation, and to. pray Her Majefty with all Sub- 
miiiion yet to impower Her Commiffioner to give 


the Royal Affent. thereto, for quietting the Minds of — 


Her. good Subjects, and encouraging Her Parliament 
to go.on more cheerfully in what yet remain’d to be 
done as neceflary for Her Majefty’s Service and that 
of the Country..
